Government Now in Control 
of the Situation at 
Cobra Island. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


10 DE JANEIRO (Brazil) Dec. 11. 
Government troops are again in 
tontrol of the garrison on Cobra 
Island, and the second mutiny of the 
naval force has ended with a neavy 
casualty list, but in a way that prob- 
ably will prevent further risings for 


‘some time. 


The mutineers, comprising a battal- 
ion of the marine corps, numbered 600 
men. Of these, 200 were killed or 
wounded and the others were taken 
prisoners by torpedo boat destroyers 
while trying to escape from the island 
in the night. 

Two hundred citizens were either 
killed or wounded while watching the 
bombardmént from the streets, or 
along the water front. Many govern- 
ment buildings were damaged, inctud- 
ing the treasury, the foreign office and 
the departments of public works and 

phs. 
MARTIAL LAW DECLARED. 

Two land batteries, two warships and 
several destroyers took part in the 
bombardment, and twice in the en- 
gagement an armistice was allowed 
for the removal of the dead and 
wounded. 

Firing ceased entirely late in the 
evening, but no actual surrender of 
the rebels occurred, commanders of the 
government forces deeming it wiser to 
await the coming of day. 

The destroyers, however, were sta- 
tioned within easy range of the island 
as to prevent any attempt by muti-! 
nerd to ‘Toward midnight sev- 
eral boats put out and men could be 
seen swimming, evidently with the in- 
tention of reaching the mainiand. The 
destroyers made them prisoners. 

Martial law has been declared for 
thirty days in the Federal district of 
Nictheroy. 

The Chamber of Deputies met today 
to discuss a special session. The gov- 
ernment believes it has the situation 
well in hand, for aside from a few 
malcontents, the army and navy are 
loyal. A strict censorship is being 
maintained, buf conditions are entire- 
ly normal. The scout ship Rio Grande 
do Sul fired the first shot in the re- 
volt, turning her guns on the city. 
The heavy bombardment by both land 
batteries and warships caused a panic 
in Rio de Janeiro early yesterday and 
frightened and wounded people fied in 
all directions. 

According to the newspapers, the 
causes leading up to the second revolt 
are trivial, most of the demands made 
by the men in the last muntly having 
been granted by the government.

The wire, signed “Dr. John Smith,” 
told of the death of Gravitt, and asked 
that money be sent to prepare the 
body for shipping or interment at 
once.. The money was sent post-haste, 
collected by the supposed dead man 
and spent so freely that he is now in 
a hospital for excessive drinking. 
Gravitt came from Caddo, Okla., 
several weeks ago and he soon went 
through his money.

The Hill system of railroads is 
finally to have a passenger entrance into 
San Francisco, according to a state- 
ment made here today by E. L. Lomax, 
passenger traffic manager of the new 
Western Pacific Railroad.

USING LOTS OF PRINT PAPER. 


Shipments for October Break All 
Records Since Statistics cn Subject 
Have Been Kept. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Shipments 
of news print paper in October were 
grenter than in any previous month 
since these statistics have been gath- 
eréd by the Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions. They totalled 102,878 tons, the 
previous maximum having been 96,667 
tons, last June. 

The result was a decrease of 46,743 
tons of stock on hand at the end of Oc- 
tober, as compared with 48,846 at the 
end of September. Other principal 
grades of paper showed moderate in- 
creases in production during October, 
and as a rule somewhat larger in- 
creases in shipments. 


STATUTES NOW OUT OF DATE. 


Secretary of Navy Urges Change 
Allowin_ More Money for Repair of 
Government Vessels, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 —Legislation 
to repéal two sections of. the revised 
Statutes, limiting the cost of repairs to 
hulls and rigging of naval! vessels, has 
been urged on the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee by Secretary Meyer. 
When these laws were passed, naval 
vessels were bullt of wood, and sails 
were the principal means of propulsion. 
The electrical apparatus now in use for 
auxiliary purposes abroad ship did not 
exist. The largest of these vessels had 
a displacement of about 5206 tons, and 
they were simple and inexpensive com- 
pared with modern naval craft. A 
limit of cost of $3000 for the repair of 
hulls and spars and $1000 for sails and 
rigzing was then put in force.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The United 
States closes another year in second 
place among the world’s naval powers. 
The great navy building race between 
Germany and England has hot brought 
the former country up to the United 
States in the number of battleships 
afioat, but in ships projected and in the 
total number of warships of all kinds, 
Germany will crowd the United Stites 
to third place. 

These facts are shown in the new 
navy year book prepared by Pittman 
Pulsifer, clerk to the Senate Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, and soon to be 
— by the government printing of- 

ce. 

In armored cruisers, although the 
technical division made in the United 
States indicates Germany to have more 
than this country, the actual strength 
of the United States exceeds that of 
its Buropean rival. 

The compilations of Mr. Pulsifer 
show the world powers to rank as fol- 
lows, as to completed ships: 

Total Tonnage. 


In ships completed, bullding and pro- 
vided for by various countries, Ger 
many’s number rises to 255, with a dis- 
placement of 933,845 tons, while the 
United States has 177 with a tonnage 
of 878,152. 

At present the floating navies of the 
leading powers have Dreadnought type 
vessels as follows: 

England, 11, displacement 203,100 
tons; United States, 4, displacement 
72,000; Germany, 4, displacement 72,000 

The year book shows that when ves- 
sels now being constructed and those 
for which funds have been provided 
are completed, the Dreadnought 
strength of the three countries will : 
England, 27; tonnage, 558,900: Ger- 
many, 17, tonnage, 357,000; United 
States, 10, tonnage, 221,350.

Hitchcock's Report. 


POSTAL FACILITIES EXTENDED; 
COST OF SERVICE LESSENED. 


ASHINGTON, Dec. Hin the | 
W. of twelve months a reduc- | 
tion has been made in the deficit | 
of the Postoffice Department of $11,500,- | 
000, according to the annual report of | 
with | Postmaster-Genera! Frank H. Huch- 
cock, made public today. 

While a year ago the fiscal. records | 
ot the postal service disclosed a de- 
ficit of $17,500,000, the largest in the} 
history of the country, the excess of | 
expenditures over receipts 
ended June 3 last amountd te only 
$5,848,566. In commenting upon this 
reduction Postmaster-General Mitch- 
cock says in his report: 

“It is most gratifying to report that 
this unprecedented reduction has been 
made without any curtailment of 
postal facilities. On the contrary, the 
service has been largely extended. 

“The policy of 


handling —

ficers and employees.” 

EXTENSION OF SERVICE. 
‘The department's policy is to extend 
the service as rapidly as is warranted 
by increasing population. In further- | 
ance of this policy, 1500 new postof-— 
fices were established during the last 
year and I new rural delivery routes 
traversing altogether 12.235 miles, were 
instituted. Nearly 3600 new employees 
of various classes were placed upon the 
rolls of the department, with aggre- 
gate salaries of more than $2,000,000 an- 
nually. In addition to this sum, $1,750,- 
000 was added to the salaries of post- 
office clerks, $1,226,000 to the salaries 
of letter carriers, and $250,000 to the 
salaries of railway mail clerks. 

In the discussion of second-class 
mall, Postmaster-General Hitchcock 
points out the constant growth of this 
class of matter. It is carried at a loss, 
and he urges that a remedy should be 
promptly applied by charging more 


postage. 

“In levying the higher rate.“ the re- 
port suggests, “it is believed that a 
distinction should be made between 
advertising matter and what is termed 
legitimate reading matter. 

MAGAZINE ADVERTISING. 

“Under present conditions au in- 
crease in the postage on reading mat- 
ter is not recommended. Such an in- 
crease would place a special burden 
on a large number of second-class 
publications, including educational and 
religious periodicals, that derive little 
or no profit from advertising. It is the 
circulation of this type of publications 
which aid so effectively in the educa- 
tional and moral advancement of the 
people, that the government can best 
afford to encourage. For these publi- 
cations, and also for amy other legi- 
timate reading matter in periodical 
form, the department favors a con- 
tinuation of the present low postage 
rate of one cent a pound, and recom- 
mends that the proposed in 
rate be applied only to magazine ad- 
vertising matter. 


“In view of the vanishing de- 
Reit it i« believed that if t maga- 
Broadwey.| zines could be required to pay what 


it costs the government to carry their 
advertising pages, the. department's 
revenues would soon grow large 
enough to warrant 1 cent postage on 
first-class mall.

MILLIONAIRE 
MEETS DEATH. 


Hotel Angelus Owner Dies in 
Texas Sanatorium. 


Won Fortune in the South as 
“Turpentine King.“ 


His Third Wife Figured in 
Sensational E pisode. 

John Wright Hunt, the multi- 
lisnaire owner of the Hotel Angelus 
and other hotel properties in the United 
States, died yesterday in a sanatorium 
in Dallas, Tex,, from a complication of 
diseases from which he suffered inter- 
mittently for the last four years. 

Mr. Hunt, who was 70 years old, was 
known as the “turpentine King.“ as he 
made a big fortune in exploiting this 
product of the South.

TO DOMINGUEZ. 


Aviators Given the Word to 
Make Camp. 


Wonderful Aeroplanes to Be 
Set Up at Once. 


Committee to Ask Bids for 
Concessions. 


All is bustle in the temporary camps 
of the aviators, fof the order has gone 
out from the Aviation Committee to 
unload the machines and take them to 
Dominguez at once. Although no fa- 
cilities have been provided by the com- 
mittee, all the aviators have temporary 
shelters of their own and will put up 
canvas hangars on the field to house 
their machines till such time as the 
wooden structures are built under the 
direction of the committee. 

The work of unloading the machines 
and taking them out of storage is to 
begin early this morning. A half dozen 
of the aeroplanes have been here for a 
week or so, but were stored in the 
warehouses of the express companies 


of these machines are “knocked down,” 
but it will only take a few hours to 
re-assemble them and put them in 
shape for flight. However, the aviators 
expect to use several days in going 
over their machines thoroughly and 
seeing that ail the guy wires and stays 
are in place. 

The rights have had three ma- 
chines here for ten days, in the ware- 
houses of the American Express Com- 
pany in the Sale Lake yards. These 
are to be unloaded this morning at 
Dominguez. All the freight will be 
put in cars and taken direct to Domin- 
guez station, as it was last year and 
before night all the boxes and sections 
of planes will be safely housed under 
cover.
